Chicagoan Shows Great Speed at Meet 
of the L. A. W. 
Philadelphia, Pa., Aug. 7.—The open­ 
ing race meet of the eighteenth annual 
meet of the League of American Wheel­ 
men was held Friday at Willow Grove 
park, fourteen miles from this city, be­ 
fore 15,000 spectators. It was the most 
successful in the history of the organ­ 
ization in attendance, enthusiasm and 
good racing.

The lighting committee, 
through its chairman, bas at last 
given us sd “explaaation” -that does 
not explain.

For

sired for “chinking in,” however, the 
members were willing to pay lees than 
the lights cost, and are angry because 
the gas company refused to furnish 
them. Generous committee! 
The chairman says the gas company 
was “hasty” in taking cf I the lights 
“ before the council ordered them off.'’ 
When the gas company gave the coun­ 
cil notice that the lights 
* odd he 
taken off, no provision having been 
made for retaining them, the mayor 
announced that “as no one was kicking 
but the gas company, he would let 
the matter rest right wheie it was.” 
The gas company was not asked to 
leave the lights on, or they would not 
have been removed. 
The taxpayers who signed the pro­ 
test against spending the money the 
way it was spent, will be doubtless be 
glad to hear, as the chairman says, 
that the committee is now getting 
ready to spend the balance of the Ap­ 
propriation. 
The chairman says that no one 
would consent to have arc light re­ 
moved from in front of their residence. 
I do not blame them. 
If $65 lights 
must ha used, people naturally like to 
have them. 
But I think as many com­ 
plaints have been made because of the 
removal of the Welabach lights. 
The 
argument that people objected to the 
removal of an arc light is not a good 
one anyway. There sac comparatively 
few residences that have an arc light 
io front of them. 
By far the larder 
proportion of the homes do not have 
an arc light within a block of them. 
In leaving the arc lights on to please 
the few, the committee has done an 
ta justice to the many. 
This state­ 
ment simply illustrates my point— 
that the committee has not acted to 
ths hest interest of the people at large. 
It also illustrates my point that arc 
lights light the 
city in spjts while 
the Welsbach l’ghts would light 
city a l l o v e r , and at a less cost. 
I am glad the committee has made 
this explanation. 
It shows conclu­ 
sively that there ie hut one side to this 
controversy. 
The people can judge, 
better now whether or not their in­ 
terests have been carefully protected 
by their representatives. 
There has 
also been much discussion as to the cau­ 
dle power of the “lights now in use,” 
and as the chairman invites a compari­ 
son, he will probably 
settle 
this 
mooted question at once by telling us 
just what candle power the lights are. 
I doubt i* another city in the United 
Skates has a contract for electric lights 
that does not spec*fy the candle power 
to be furnished. 
Regarding the often 
quoted “low price'’ made by the con­ 
tractor, I also have a word to say. 
The Milwaukee Sentinel of Thursday 
morning announces that the city of 
Kaukauna has just closed a contract 
for lights of 1,200 candle power, at 
$65 per year. 
Janesville was offered 
lights of 1,200 candle power at $60 per 
year, hut took lights of no stated can­ 
dle power at $65 per year instead. 
My taxes last year amounted to 
$815.71. 
I am loth to pay any such 
amount of money to the city this year, 
without knowing what I am to get for 
it. 
The contract sheds no light on 
the subject, so I shall await the reply 
of the chairman with interest.

ORANGES WITH HORNS. 


Som e 
Strange 
V arieties o f 
th e If'ralt 
Grown by th e Chinese. 
The Chinese are very fond of mon­ 
strous form s of fruit and flowers, and 
any departure from the norm al form is 
usually cherished and highly valued. 
In their gardens they have nu. erous 
form s 
of 
m onstrous 
oranges 
some 
will produce fruit with pointe like 
Urgers, and are known as the Hand 
Orange. Another form, says Meehan’s 
M onthly, has a long horn projecting 
from the apex, and they are known as 
the H orn Orange. 
Another variety, 
which botanists have known by the 
name of Citrus aurantium distortum , 
bears a fruit in the resemblance of a 
cluster of sea shells. To one ignorant 
of the laws of vegetable morphology, 
these spells of w andering from the 
norm al type are very mysterious, but 
when it is understood th at all parts of 
the orange, as well as other fruits, are 
made up of w hat would 
have 
been 
leaves or branches changed so as to 
constitute the various parts of the 
seed and seed vessels, and th at a very 
little difference in the degree of life 
energy will change them into various 
different parts th at come to make up 
the fruit, the m ystery in a great m eas­ 
ure is solved. There are few branches 
of botany which give the lover of fruits 
and flowers so much pleasure as the 
study of morphology.
